On April 12, 2018, Kentucky Power Company (“Kentucky Power”) filed a motion
requesting to amend the procedural schedule established in this matter in light of the
parties’ pending settlement discussions. Kentucky Power requests that the date for the
parties to file simultaneous testimony be extended by one week and that the date for
supplemental requests for information to Kentucky Power be extended by four days.
Kentucky Power further requests that the other procedural dates remain as scheduled in
the March 30, 2018 Order that established the existing procedural schedule. Kentucky
Power states that the other parties, Kentucky Industrial Utility Customers, Inc. and the
Attorney General of the Commonwealth of Kentucky, by and through the Office of Rate
Intervention, have indicated they do not object to the proposed schedule.

Based upon the motion and being otherwise sufficiently advised, the Commission
finds that Kentucky Power established good cause and that the procedural schedule

established in the March 30, 2018 Order should be amended.

1. Kentucky Power’s motion to amend the procedural schedule is granted.

2. The procedural schedule attached as the Appendix to this order shall be
followed and shall supersede the procedural schedule appended to the Commission’s

March 30, 2018 Order.
